TERRIBLE TYPHOON, 



Nearly 10.000 People Were Drowned 
on Two Chinese Islands. 



Victoria, It. C.. Oct. 9. — The steamer 
Tartar which arrived from the Orient 
bro'.ighl the news from Shanghai that 
the loss of lilc at the island ot the 
mouth cf the Yangste river as the re- 
-sult of Ihe typhoon at the beginning 
of September was tremendous. The 
Noith China Daily News, of Shanghai, 
says; 

“To the east of Tamagmlng two is- 
lands, one called Yawoshwa, the other 
Shihiousha. distant about 20 miles 
from Woosung, have suffered much 
from the typhoon, nearly all the in- 
habitants having been swept away. 
The islands have only been inhabited 
for a short time, comiiaratively speak- 
ing. as they are of recent furmatiou 
and arc not much above high water 
mark. It is reported that nearly 10.- 
000 peoute have been drowned on these 
two Isiands and iho sr.ialler islands 
adjacent. Tamagniing. itself, has not 
r.i’.ffercd much, being well above the 
high water mark."

Wasliingtoii, Oct. 24. — The treasurer 
of the L'liiteil Slates, in his annual re- 
lioii fur the fiscal year 1905, says: 

"'llicre i.s un increased demand for 
more paju^r currency of the denoiuina- 
lions of $10 and under, owing to the 
e.\pan.->;on and development of the 
nu.s.m.ss inii-rests ol the country. The 
treasury has partially supplied the 
needs by redeeming and retiring notes 
of the larger denominations and issu- 
ing notes for smaller denoininations 
lu suDstiiution therefor. 

"'I he auiount of United States pa- 
per cnm'iicy in denominations of $10 
and under outstanding June 30. 1905, 
was $730,782,179, an increase of $14,- 
635,320 during the year. The total In- 
ciease in these denominations from 
March 1, 1900, to June 30. 1905, was 
$167,166,321. or an average of a little 
Uiore than $31.000,0<i0 eaclr year. 

"The amount of United States pa- 
|jer curreney of the denominations of 
$20 and above outstanding at the close 
of the flsca! year was about $91,000,- 
000 e::cliisive of gold certilicates and 
under present conditions the presen- 
tation of these notes for redemption 
in future will be the only resources 
available to the treasury for supply- 
ing the demand for smaller denomiua- 
-tioMs t,f currency. 

National Bank Notes. 

••Dmlng the year there was $637,- 
540.0UI of United States paper cur- 
rency issued and $C23,026.0(KI redeem- 
ed. Kational bank notes aggregating 
$308,298,760 were presented for re- 
demption, or 65.64 per cent, of the 
average amoiii->: outstanding. The 

payments for the net proceeds of the 
notes rerieenuHl consisted of $146,595,- 
108 in United States currency, mostly 
in deiiominations of $.5 and under, and 
of $107,599,547 in checks on sub-treas- 
ury offices, and ot $52,622,702 in cred- 
its, to redemption luiid or in general 
account. 

"Transactions in the public debt re- 
sulted in a net Increase of $900 in the 
Interest bearing debt, by the cxtnver- 
sioo of refunding certificates with ac- 
crued interest Into the funded loan of 
1907, while reductions are recorded of 
$600,675 in the debt on which interest 
has ceased since maturity, and of $3,- 
302,146 in the debt bearing no in-terest. 
The net result Is a reduction of $3,- 
901,921. 

"For the past two years the expen- 
ditures of the government have been 
in excess of the revenues to the aggre- 
gate amount of more than $64,000,000. 
This, however. Included the extraordi- 
nary expenditure In 1904 <rf $a0,000,000 
on account of the Panama canal; this 
is the first year in the past six years 
when the ordinary expenditures were 
in excess of the revenues, and the 
amount was $23,004,228. 

Gold and Silver. 

“The amount, of silver dollars in cir- 
culation June 30, 1905, was $70,584,335, 
against $71,313,825 12 mouths before. 
It is estimated that the maximum cir- 
culation of silver dollars has been 
reached. 

“The stock of subsidiary silver coin 
June 30, 1905, was $114,624,189, an in- 
crease of $7,762,168 during the year; 
the amount in circulation at the close 
of the year was $101,437,707, and the 
amount in the treasury $13,386,482. 

"Since 1896 gold has incr^sed more 
than any other kind of money in cir- 
culatipn. 

“The total gold in the treasury 00 
June 30. 1905, amounted to $706,392,399 
and by October 19. 1905, It had attain- 
ed a maximum at $748,425,923. No 
other government has ever held so 
much of the precious metal.“
